White polished silver is 
preferred there and sells best; for this rea- 
son it might be well for the American man- 
ufacturer to obtain a few German samples 
in order to ascertain the exact shade. The 
usual credit allowed by manufacturer to 
the retail dealer is from 30 to 90 days. In- 
voices must state actual weight and value 
vf silver contained in the article, to which 
is added, as a separate item, the cost of 
manufacture and profit, viz.: 

Example: One dozen spoons, weighing 
880 grams silver, at the rate of 67 marks 
per kilogram (1 kilogram equals 1,000 
grams), 58.96 marks; cost of making, 10 
marks; total, 68.96 marks. 

This law does not extend beyond the 
manufacturer, and a dealer need not state 
the value and weight of silver contained in 
any article, but he must, under the law, 
guarantee the sterling stamp. The value of 
silver is established once a month by a spe- 
cial commission of manufacturers and pub- 
lished in the papers on the first of each 
month. All manufacturers are bound to 
the standard thus fixed. 

\ll wares sold in Germany as silver are 
required by law to bear the silver mark 
(half moon and crown), and also an exact 
lesignation of the percentage of silver, 
which should be not less than 80 per cent., 
this percentage being usually expressed by 
the figures 800 or 800-1,000. Of course, a 
higher percentage is not prohibited, but it 
must be stamped on each piece. The man- 
ifacturer stamps his own goods, and false 
tamping~is punishable as fraud.

Manufacturing Jewelers’ Board of Trade 
Meets and Elects Officers. 

ProvipENcE, R. I., Jan. 17.—Encouraging 
reports and the election of a board of direc 
tors were the features of the annual meet 
ing of the Manufacturing Jewelers’ Board 
of Trade, held Wednesday afternoon in the 
office of Secretary Marcus W. Morton, in 
the Wilcox building, Weybosset St. Presi 
dent Wilcox called the meeting to order, a 
good representation of the membership 
being present. The trustees, secretary and 
treasurer made their reports, all being of an 
encouraging nature, and calculated to in- 
spire confidence in the outlook for the or 
ganization. According to the treasurer’s re- 
port there is a balance of over $2,500 in the 
general fund at this time, and in the spe- 
cial fund there is a balance of $0,300 on 
hand, according to the report of the trus 
tees of the special fund. 

The report of Secretary Morton is a most 
interesting resumé of the past year’s bear 
ing on the fortunes of the Board of Trade 
and those associated with it.

There 
is no jealousy between Chicago and New York, 
or Chicago and Philadelphia, or Chicago and 
Boston. We feel that the cities to-day are solving 
the problems of the country and that the posi- 
tion which the cities hold, and the business men 
in those cities, decides the destiny of this country, 
and, gentlemen, the destiny of America is to-day 
the destiny of the world. (Applause.) 

What a strange thing the Spanish war was. We 
started out to defend Cuba and we got the Phil- 
ippines. We started out to do one thing and we 
did another, and to-day we stand as a nation, 
having the eyes not only of the Kaiser, not only 
of the Czar, not only of Edward the Seventh, 
and not only of France and of jealous Austria, 
and of keen-eyed Italy, and all that great conti- 
nent of Africa, whose domain we have not begun 
to appreciate, but we have to-day upon us, the 
eyes of the Oriental. We have to-day upon us 
the eye of the Chinaman, the eye of the Japanese, 
the eye of the dweller among the majestic shrines 
of India. We have to-day all the nations of the 
world looking upon us, and so to-day, the cities 
of our country, in deciding the destinies of our 
country, are deciding, gentlemen, believe me, are 
deciding the destinies of the world. (Applause.) 
It was a great thing when our fathers, with their 


its sister 


three million of people, boasted of their power 
to defy any army which could be sent against 
them. It was a great thing when the States 
confederated into resistance against unlawful 


taxation, but it is a greater thing to sway the 
moral forces of the world, and the American to- 
day is charged by Almighty God with the re- 
sponsibility which he dare not, if he would, re- 
sist. (Applause.) 

I question very much whether the seriousness of 
this hour has impressed itself upon my fellow citi- 
zens as it must impress itself, for gentlemen, the 
men that rule in the world, in the long run, are 
not the demagogues that bring destruction, but 
the men that think clearly, think honestly, think 
conscientiously. They are the rulers to whom the 
people must look, will look, and, thank God, can 
look. (Applause. ) Intelligent justice is the 
foundation thought of government and of life and 
of property, and of all these things for which 
we stand. 

Now next to the idea of intelligent justice, is 
honor. Men can doctor the scales, it is possible 
to load the dice—that is I suppose it is. (Laugh- 
ter.) It is possible for there to be false balances, 
but it is a curious thing in the long run that 
the man without honor is sure to be found out. 

Now there is one last thought. There is justice 
and there is honor. But there is also love. 
Love of home has been alluded to, love of coun- 
try. It is not selfish, We may run it into sel- 
fishness though. The man who has justice must 
love it The man who has honor must love it. 
I will tell you what makes a minister a strong 
man. It is when he realizes that if he is going 
to do his work for the people, he must forget 
himself and be willing to suffer, and if need be 
to die for his flock. (Applause.) And when 
we men of business are ready to stand up for the 
balances of justice, of honor and of love, to the 
point that we will prefer to be poor and to be 
stripped of everything we have before we will 
sacrifice these things, then we will have power. 
heart of the 


For, gentlemen, believe me, the 

universe beats with mutual love. You cannot 
get away from it. (Applause.) 

Oh, it is a beautiful sight to stand to-night 


beneath these flags with their stars and stripes. 
It is a beautiful thing to look yonder at the little 
banner with its 13 gems, and then to see the field 
filled with the gems that indicate the sovereign 
States of our Union. It is a beautiful thing to 
look at the red and think that it stands for the 
iron of the blood, to look at the blue and think 
it stands for the sublimity of truth, to look at 
the white and think it stands for the purity of life, 
and to blend them together into one flag, under 
which we stand, to which we swear devotion. May 
God help us to be true to that flag and true to the 
give us justice, honor and love.

ANTWERP, Jan. 2.—A general quietus was 
anticipated for the last fortnight of the year, 
but, contrary to expectations, business was 
rather lively during the holidays. Good 
mélées, six faces, were sold in large quanti- 
ties to French buyers, and many orders are 
still in force at the present time. Stocks in 
polished and rough goods are not large, and 
consequently prices remain firm. Several 
diamonds factories are employing all their 
hands. 

Among the foreign buyers in this city 
during the holidays were: M. Kahn, of L. 
& M. Kahn & Co., New York; Mr. Hacken- 
brock, Frankfurt-on-the-Main; Frier & Gind 
berg, Frankfurt, and Mr. Swartstein, of 
Moscow. Among the American buyers were: 
Mr. Hoffman, of Eichberg & Co.; H. Jacab- 
sen, Mr. Sinauer, of Oppenheimer Bros. & 
Veith, and Mr. Abraham, of Cohn & Abra- 
ham, all of New York. It is reported that 
some firms will send their buyers of dia- 
monds in the “rough” to London next week. 

Hitherto the financial condition of the 
trade here has been very sound, and failures, 
when they occurred, were not very impor- 
tant. Present prospects are good, and we 
can expect a brisk business this month. 


Lonpon, Dec. 31.—The year ended calm- 
ly, as expected, and everyone is prepared 
to commence the new year with the courage 
born of confidence in an important business 
year. 

The market in rough diamonds is very 
quiet at present. Many Antwerp houses 
will be represented here next week for the 
purpose of buying rough diamonds. The 
pearl business continues good. 

It is reported that the financial situation 
in Australia is very weak and that several 
houses have suffered serious losses. 

The exports from London declared for the 
United States for the quarter ended June 
30, 1902, give precious stones £239,500. 

AMSTERDAM, Dec. 31.—There were a num- 
ber of buyers here recently, including many 
Americans who have just returned from a 
visit to Antwerp. The state of the market is 
steady and prospects for the month of Jan- 
uary are encouraging. Rose cut diamonds 
are in good demand by local and foreign 
buyers. Small brilliants are selling well to 
houses in Germany and Austria. Quotations 
for “bortz” are about the same. 

Paris, Jan. 1.—A lively business was done 
from Dec. 15 until the New Year and the 
trade is quite satisfied with the state of the 
market. As a number of orders could not 
be executed, owing to the scarcity of the 
large polished stones, good business will 
continue during the early part of the new 
year. 

There is no decline in the price of dia- 
monds, but, on the contrary, everyone is 
expecting a rise in the near future, so that 
buyers have great confidence in making pur- 
chases. It is, of course, very agreeable to 
work in a market which remains firm, with 
a rising tendency. Five or 10 years ago 
there were daily fluctuations in the price 
of diamonds, while last year’s values were 
comparatively stable. This indicates rises

International Silver Co. Closes Factory of 
C. Rogers & Bros. 

MERIDEN, Conn., Jan. 19.—It has just been 
announced that the International Silver Co., 
which recently secured absolute control of 
the firm of C. Rogers & Bros., has dispensed 
with all the latter’s employes, as well as the 
members of the old firm themselves. The 
factory was closed down last evening, and, 
according to the wording of the official no- 
tice, no specified time has been set for its re- 
opening. 

The employes dismissed yesterday are said 
to number about 1,000. Among those who 
have been requested to go are: Cephas B. 
Rogers, the former president of the con- 
cern; Gilbert Rogers, the tr@asurer, and 
Wilbur F. Rogers, the secretary> Alderman 
George F. Rogers, Eugene Rogers, the pay- 
master, and other membérs of the family 
also find themselves included in the sweep- 
ing edict.

Mystery in the Death of Jos. H. Meyer, 
a Brooklyn Jeweler. 


Jos. H. Meyer, senior member of the fit 
of Jos H. Meyer & Bi s., retail jewelers 
at 999 Broadway, Brooklyn, was buried in 
the McBeld Cemetery, of Brooklyn, Sunday 


after an autopsy had been performed on 


his body by Dr. Emil F. Hartung, the 
coroner's physician 
Mr. Meyer’s death is shrouded in 


mystery. Friday morning he left his home 
219 Adelphi St., Brooklyn, for Bath Beach, 


where he was to visit some of his customers 
and return to the store in Brooklyn later 
in the day.

Board of United States General Appraisers 
Sustain Claim of Importers of 
Optical Discs. 


HE board of classification of the United 
States General Appraisers last week 
rendered a decision in the protests of the 
Bausch & Lomb Optical Co., of Rochester, 
N. Y., practically sustaining that concern in 
its contentions for the free entry of optical 
discs. The protest was over a quantity of 
glass plates or discs, rought cut and un- 
wrought, for use in the manufacture of 
optical instruments, spectacles and 
glasses, and suitable only for such use. 
They had been assessed at 45 per cent. ad 
valorem, under Par. 112 of the Tariff Act 
of 1897. The protestants claimed that the 
goods should be admitted free of duty under 
paragraph 565 of the same act. This para- 
graph provides that discs similar to those 
the subject of the protest, should not ex- 
ceed eight inches in diameter, and should 
be polished sufficiently to enable the charac- 
ter of the glass to be determined. 

The case was argued by W. Wickham 
Smith, attorney for the protestants, before 
the Board several weeks ago. The testi- 
mony in the case was given by those who 
had imported similar goods for manufac- 
turing purposes, and those who had im- 
ported them for sale to such manufacturers. 
All of the witnesses were men who had 
been actively engaged in the manufacture 
of optical instruments, and in handling 
goods, similar to those under protest, for 
15 or 20 years. 

The Board held that all pieces of glass of 
whatever form used in the manufacture of 
refractory bodies for optical instruments, 
while in an unwrought condition, were 
designated commercially as ‘discs,’ and de 
cided that glass blanks modeled or pressed 
into the form of prisms, or into circular 
shapes with surfaces approximating those of 
finished lens, but which had not been fur- 
ther advanced, and were intended to be 
ground into prisms and lenses for optical 
instruments, were free of duty under the 
provision of the paragraph cited by the 
protestants, and are not dutiable at 45 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph 112, as 
“manufactures of glass.” 

Judge Bryson S. Waite, who wrote the 
Board’s_ decision, saving : 
“Prism blanks, which do not exceed eight 
inches in any outside dimensions, when 
polished on one or more sides to enable the 
character of the glass to be determined, are 
excluded from paragraph 565 by implication 
of the proviso thereto.”

The Optical Properties of Invisible Resid- 
ual Luminescence. 

Communication of M. Gustave Lz Bon to the 
Académie des Sciences. 

The majority of bodies struck by light 
often preserve for a long period the prop- 
erty of emitting dull rays formed often of 
very diverse elements. Niepee, of St. Vic- 
tor, demonstrated the photographic action 
of these rays, but their optical properties 
have not been studied hitherto. 

This phenomenon of _ invisible residual 
light, which is, without doubt, very general, 
can, however, be investigated most success 
fully in bodies having the power of first ac- 
quiring visible phosphorescence. Indeed, 
this radiation always follows the phosphor- 
escence visible to the eye. 

1. Duration of the emission and variation 
of the intensity of rays emitted—Screens 
coated with calcium sulphide were exposed 
to the light for several seconds and then 
placed in the drawer of a locker which 
stood in a perfectly dark room, where no 
light could penetrate during the entire 
period of the experiments of two years 
Twenty-four hours after the screens had 
become perfectly dark, each was placed 
above a photographic negative, beneath 
which was a photographic plate. 

Three days after the insulation a very 
strong reproduction of the negative was ob- 
tained in two hours. At the end of 15 days 
the posing must continue for the space of 12 
hours; at the end of 25 days, for 30 hours; 
at the end of six months, for 40 days [at 
that time the rays traverse a sheet of thin 
mica—0.05 millimeters—but not a pane of 
glass]; at the end of 18 months only very 
faint traces of images are obtained after 60 
days of posing

exposure of 


These results that 
luminescence acquired in an 
two seconds to the sun had required 18 
months to be gradually dissipated 

2. Propagation in straight line and re- 
fraction—The propagation in a straight 
line and the refraction of the invisible resid- 
ual light were proved by the following ex- 
periment: A statue covered with calcium 
sulphide, diluted in a varnish was exposed 
for several seconds to the light. Three or 
four days after it had become perfectly 
dark it was placed before a dark photo- 
graphic camera in a room where light never 
enters. Focusing had been previously ar- 
ranged. By using a portrait objective, with 
a very large aperture, with poses varying 
from eight to 15 days, images were obtained 
as perfect as if they had been taken in the 
light. The shadows were varied at the 
will of the operator, since they only de- 
pend on the position given to the statue dur- 
(The dark parts, with out- 
illustrated in this 


prove 


ing insulation. 
line well defined, were 
paper, and represented those portions of the 
statue which were not covered with sul- 
phide, so as to thoroughly demonstrate that 
no outside light had penetrated into the la- 
boratory and produced the impressions ob- 
tained. ) 

8. Polarization—The double refraction 
and consequently the polarization have been 
shown by the following experiment: A sheet 
of Iceland spar was introduced into the 
optical system of the objective which had 
previously been used and the statue is re- 
placed with two crossed glass tubes, fill- 
ed with sulphide. By operating as prev- 
iously some days after the extinction of the 
sulphide two images, partially superposed, 
were obtained on one of the axes of the 
cross, whose intensity was half less than 
that of the non-divided part, conformably 
with the theory. 

4. Composition of the emitted light—The 
perfect clearness of the images obtained in 
the preceding experiments prove that the 


index of refraction of the lenses for the 
dark ravs is the same as for the visible 
light. Otherwise the focusing with ordi- 


nary light would not have been exact for 
the rays of different wave lengths, especially 
with a portrait objective, whose focal depth 
is almost nul. But this is only one proof. 
To have the exact composition of active 
rays they must be dispersed by a prism and 
photographe d. This experiment is very dif- 
ficult because it is necessary to employ, in 
order to obtain moderately distinct photo- 
graphs of prismatic spectra, a very fine 
slit, which absorbs nearly all the light. The 
difficulty has been obviated by employing 
an artificial spectrum composed of strips of 
colored glass attached to a sheet of colorless 
glass. This spectrum has been first exposed 
to ordinary light above a sensitive plate and 
the image thus obtained, after development, 
has been compared with successive images 
obtained by interposing the same artificial 
spectrum between the screen of invisible sul- 
phide and the sensitive plate. The images 
have been identical in the two cases; that 
is, almost nul from red and green and very 
intense under true blue. 

The conclusion may be drawn from the 
preceding experiments: (1) That there is a 
complete identity between the visible solar 
light and the light absolutely invisible, emit- 
ted by bodies which have been exposed to 
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daylight for an instant; (2) that this res- 
idual luminescence is retained for a long 
time, but eventually disappears. 

This invisible residual light will at times 
complicate the results obtained in experi- 
ments made with metals and it is impor- 
tant to remove it by a very prolonged stor- 
ing of these in darkness, before employing 
them. Besides, there is no analogy be- 
tween the radiations due to the invisible 
phosphorescence here treated and the rays 
emitted from the back of the piece of metal 
whose front surface alone has been insu- 
lated. These metallic rays, which I have 
elsewhere spoken of, have never given 
traces of polarization by any of the meth- 
ods employed, even after three months of 
posing. It is therefore probable that they 
constitute a particular form of energy 
which, as I have already said, cannot be 
from the light.

The rays of light which were first distin- 
guished as different were those which pre- 
sent the greatest physical contrast to each 
other—the red and the violet, red being ex- 
cited by the largest visible waves and vio- 
let by the smallest. Many writers have 
recognized that violet was seen by the an- 
cients, and those who have adopted the 
view that red was the first color seen have 
endeavored to reconcile this opinion with 
the fact that violet was recognized as a 
color by saying that the red in the violet 
was seen, but there is no more reason for 
regarding spectral violet as a compound 
color than there is for regarding red as 
such. 

It is, moreover, much more intelligible 
to adopt the view that red and violet were 
first distinguished because they presented 
the greatest physical contrast to each other

and were on that account first recognized as 
different. The spectrum or rainbow was, 
therefore, first seen as gray with a tinge of 
red at one end and a tinge of violet at the 
other. This appearance is similar to that 
degree of the defect just preceding total 
color blindness. As the color sense im- 
proved it was not necessary that the rays 
should be so far apart before a difference 
was seen, and so the neutral band gradually 
diminished in size until the two colors met 
in the center of the spectrum. A third 
color—green—appeared at the junction of 
the two colors, making three definite points 
of difference instead of two. 


As the color sense improved a fourth col- 
or—yellow—appeared at the fourth point 
of difference, then blue at the fifth, and 
then orange at the sixth point of difference. 
In some exceptionally gifted individuals a 
seventh color is seen and this occupies the 
position that we should theoretically ex- 
pect, namely, the seventh point of difference. 
I have not yet come across a person who is 
able to see more than seven definite colors 
in the spectrum. 

It now remains to consider the changes 
in the brain corresponding to the evolution 
of the color sense. The fundamental basis 
of these changes must be the nervous im- 
pulse generated by light, It is obvious 
that this impulse must contain in itself the 
physiological basis of both light and color. 
Therefore, in the impulse itself we have the 
physiological basis of light and in the qual- 
ity of the impulse the physiological basis 
of color. It will be seen from this basis that 
there is no reason why we should not see 
an innumerable series of colors. But this 
is not the case either with the color or any 
other perceptive faculty, so that though in 
the impulse there is material for unlim- 
ited evolution, the actual fact shows that 
this has not progressed very far. 

In order to correctly interpret the facts, 
we have only to assume that the cerebral 
cell conveys to the mind information con- 
cerning the physical stimulus which it re- 
ceives within the power of perceiving diff- 
erences possessed by that cell. A simple 
instance will make clear what I mean. A 
color blind person may see red and yellow 
correctly as far as light and shade are con- 
cerned, but fail to distinguish any differ- 
ence between them in color. In this case 
we have only to assume that the nerve im- 
pulses are the same as in the normal sighted, 
but that the color perceiving center is not 
able to distinguish between impulses caused 
by the two kinds of light. Another illus- 
tration may be taken from the organ of 
hearing. A person possessing what is com- 
monly called a defective musical ear may 
clearly hear two adjacent notes, but fail to 
distinguish any difference between them as 
regards pitch. It is well known that per- 
sons differ very much in their ability in 
this respect. 

It is obvious that if a certain portion of 
the visual center be set apart for the per- 
ception of color, when it was very small and 
ill developed it would only be able to per- 
ceive differences of considerable magnitude, 
but as more cells were added to the center, 
greater and greater powers of perceiving 
differences arose. Each nerve cell might at 
first have been connected with many optic 
nerve fibers, and the number gradually di- 
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minished as evolution proceeded. T| 
the degrees of psycho-physical colo:

Dr. R. Jones referred to the interesting 
fact that in racial development the growth 
of language might throw some light up 
the evolution of the various senses. To take 
the Welsh language, there was only one 
word, glas, to describe green, blue and gray 
The grass was blue in Welsh, which might 
point out that the first and most marked 
visual appreciation of color was in the blue 
end of the spectrum. Words were origin- 
ally invented and used to interpret sensa- 
tions, and they might infer that, of the 
spectral colors, that at the blue end gave 
the most marked mental excitation. He 
had dressed his children in and 
thought they preferred their blue overalls. 
Occasionally, however, they knew that there 
were great and sudden reversals, and Dal 
tonism might have been one of those with 
a complete misapprehension of red. Dr 
Jones referred to the various associations 
between the senses—hearing, tactile and 
motor senses, for instance—and in the evo- 
lution of the senses these must be 
sidered in respect to their general utility 
and their growth could best be studied, as 
Dr. Andriezen had stated, in children, which 
must prove an interesting as well as a ne 
cessary study. 

Dr. Edridge-Green stated, in reply to Dr. 
Andriezen, that he found the same devel- 
opment of the color sense in children, name- 
ly, red and violet, being first seen; then 
green, then yellow, and lastly blue. In 1 
ply to Dr. Jones, he stated that in many 
languages there was or had been only one 
word for green and blue. In reply to the 
remarks made by the president, he would 
observe that the confusion of green and blue 
was very common. Color blindness cer 
tainly indicated a defective development of 
a certain center, but other centers might be 
in a higher state of development, and would 
then be compensatory. He had observed in 
a case of general paralysis the dissolution of 
the color sense in the reverse order to that 
of its evolution.

T HIS is an age of progress. 

In every department of human in- 
dustry old theories and usages are being 
discarded and new ones adopted.

In the present day, when immense capi- 
talization and consolidation of industries is 
in the air, I believe the only opportunity for 
the young men and competent poor men is 
for the credit men of our institutions to give 
due credit to integrity and capacity.

Requisites for the Successful Conduct of a 
Retail Jewelry Business. 


T is generally conceded that judicious ad- 
vertising is an indispensable factor in 
successful storekeeping, but it should not be 
forgotten that there are other matters which 
in some respects are equally essential to suc- 
cess, says the Retailer and Advertiser. Busi- 
ness prosperity, like many other things, de- 
pends upon a combination of various quali- 
ties and conditions. Judicious advertising 
is, unquestionably, an important part of this 
combination, but it is by no means the whole 
of it. It frequently happens that good ad- 
vertising is practically wasted because some 
other parts of the combination are lacking. 
Of course, there is much advertising that 
is not judicious, and equally of course such 
advertising is unlikely to produce the de- 
sired results. It is injudicious to advertise 
goods which are not in stock and not likely 
to be, or to quote prices without intending 
to stand by them. Any advertising designed 
to mislead or deceive the public may be 
safely classed as injudicious. But this point 
need not be discussed further at present, 
for it is not the subject under consideration 
Lack of attention to customers is one ol 
the causes which sometimes prevents busi- 
ness success. Judicious advertising will 
bring people to a store, but it will not con- 
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rt them into satisfied customers unless 
ey are properly treated. When a mer- 
ant, through his ads., invites people to 
sit his store, the least he can do is to give 

them a cordial welcome. Many merchants 
ppear to have no conception of the power 
f polite attention, and their manner of 
waiting upon customers suggests the un- 
willing bestowal of favors rather than the 
ngrateful receipt of them. People who 
ire kept waiting an unreasonable time are 
apt to go elsewhere in the hope of being 
served promptly; and good customers are 
frequently lost in this way. No rush of busi- 
ness will extenuate discourteous treatment ; 
no lack of assistance will justify keeping 
ustomers waiting. It is the duty of every 
merchant to provide sufficient help to in- 
sure that each customer shall be promptly 
and politely served. 

The effect of good advertising may be 
greatly marred by the bad display of the 
goods advertised. The selling power of the 
best ad. may be largely increased by having 
the merchandise displayed attractively. The 
best articles on the market, if thrown to- 
gether carelessly, will lose much of their 
power to please. Most things require to 
be seen to be fully appreciated, and goods 
badly arranged and badly displayed can 
never be seen to advantage. The attractive 
character of one article may be completely 
destroyed by its juxtaposition to something 
that will mar its effect. The mingling to- 
gether of incongruous articles detracts from 
their appearance and creates an unfavor- 
able impression. Worst of all, the bad ar- 
rangement of goods is apt to leave much of 
the stock completely out of sight, and it is 
an established fact that nearly all articles 
sell better when conspicuously displayed. 

Untidiness is another matter that some- 
times neutralizes the good done by adver- 
tising. In some lines of business lack of 
cleanliness is positively fatal to success 
Neatness and order are valuable auxiliaries 
in every department of trade; in some lines 
they are absolutely indispensable. Their 
lack in other lines is the cause of much con 
fusion and loss of time, and they frequently 
occasion much waste and destruction of 
property. The most effective advertising is 
powerless against the combined operations 
of dirt and disorder. 

There are other things in storekeeping 
which conspire to render the best advertis 
~g abortive. Some of these will at once 
suggest themselves; others, not so common, 
may fail to attract general attention. 


Enough has been said to show that among 
the requisites of a successful retail business 
must be counted prompt and courteous at- 
tention to customers, attractive display and 
careful arrangement of goods, and last, but 
not least, thorough cleanliness and order.

A Retail Jeweler Relates Some Interesting 
Facts About Finger Rings. 


FEW little customs concerning finger 
rings were recently learned by THE 
ONLOOKER from a jewelry dealer who is 
a storehouse of knowledge, both useful and 
interesting, of any and article in 
jewelry. It would not be too much to 
claim, indeed, that Mr. Nameless is a walk- 
ing encyclopedia of the line, although he 
is far too modest to arrogate not only any 
such title, but to let it be thought 
that he is better informed than are most 
of his colleagues. Told in his own words, 
these are the facts: 

“There is not another article for 
or woman’s wear or ornamentation around 
which cluster many romances or 
many singular customs as about rings. 
From the earliest stages of the world’s 
history down to to-day the ring has been 
an important factory. It 
about voluminously, but 
legends, which, although 
doubtedly appeared in _ print- how 
would I have learned them—have never, 
I believe, been published heretofore where 
people in general might have run across 
them. 

“The so-called ‘posie ring,’ circlets quaint 
in form, and upon which were usually in- 
scribed humorous or sentimental love 
verses, was exceedingly popular throughout 
the 17th and the first half of the 18th 
century. Some of the verses survive, but 
few of them were worthy of being per- 
petuated. 

“As a strange fact, during the time of 
the Commonwealth in England, when 
Cromwell and his Puritans controlled the 
state, the wedding ring was abolished. The 
scruples of these obstinate gentry would 
not tolerate the ring, because it was 
claimed by them that the use of the ring 
was of heathenish origin. It may be pos- 
sible, too, that they may have objected to 
the gold circlet because of their known 
opposition to ornaments of all kinds. 

“Did you ever hear of this striking Manx 
custom? If a maiden or unmarried woman 
had been insulted or abused by a man, the 
Deemster—the highest dignitary on the Isle 
of Man—presented her with a ring, a rope 
and a sword. The culprit’s fate lay in her 
hands. To her was given the alternatives 
of having him hanged with the rope or of 
stabbing him with the sword.

BONE OILS. 


ONE oil, as learned from the test, has 
many good qualities. It stands cold 

yell, but is quite sensitive to heat. It does 
not seem to have much acid, which would 
make it a suitable oil for clocks that have 
rass bearings. It does not evaporate readily, 
somewhat inclined to gum, but its vis- 
cosity is too great for a watch oil. The 
writer, however, does not see why it could 
ot be used with advantage as a clock oil. 


BLACKFISH AND PORPOISE JAW OILS. 

Ihe viscosity of these two oils as com- 
pared with each other does not differ very 
much. 3oth have practically the right 
viscosity for a watch oil. Each has many 
good qualities. They stand extreme cold 


well and are not sensitive to heat. They 
do not evaporate, have good adhesive 
qualities and a high specific gravity. They 


have a small amount of acid and are slight- 
y inclined to gum. In the two samples the 
writer had, porpoise jaw oil was the least 
inclined to gum, in fact, the gumming was 
hardly noticeable. 

One weak point that all fatty oils have 
is that on keeping for some time they are 
inclined to decompose or get rancid. When 
this occurs, good authorities tell us the 
icids are set loose, leaving them free to 
ittack the bearing of the timepiece. There- 
fore, when in this condition, they should 
not be used on the bearings of a fine time- 
piece. It is better to throw them away and 
to purchase fresh oil. 

CHEMICAL OILS. 

The Chemical Lubricating Oil Co. says 
that its oil is strictly mineral, subjected to 
1 secret process, and therefore charged with 
inother ingredient which seems to en- 
ance the lubricating qualities from 200 to 
300 per cent. Therefore they claim great 
lurability for their oils. 

Not doubting the company’s statement 
that its oil is a good one for ordinary ma- 
thinery, the oil’s tendency to evaporate 
would make it objectionable for a watch 
il. It is free from acid and does not gum 
Its adhesiveness and specific gravity are not 
is great as the other oils. It congeals at 
20°, which would seem to make it objec- 
tionable in a cold climate, though they 
claim this is unimportant. 


MINERAL OILS. 


Mineral oils have some excellent quali- 
ties, and when used in the proper way will 
be very valuable for horological purposes 





have never seen a sample of this oil as 
used for watches, the writer will say it is 


a clear water-white fluid, odorless and taste 


less. Orie of its qualities that differs from 
most all other oils is its resistance to ex 
treme cold, not congealing at 20° below 
zero, but this is somewhat offset by its 


being sensitive to heat. 

It has no free acid and does not gum, but 
is inclined to evaporate, and it is claimed 
by some that its wearing qualities are not 
equal to those of the fatty oils. But one 
of the strongest good points it has is that 
it can be had of different viscosity to suit 
the different bearings of the timepiece, 
from the smallest watch to a tower clock. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR IMPROVEMENTS 
We have now discussed the different oils. 
We find that all of them have some ob- 


jectionable quality. Indeed the perfect oil 
for horological use has not arrived, and as 
to whether it ever will, the writer will let 
someone else decide. But the question that 
is before us at the present time is: Can 
the oils as now used be improved upon? 

The writer thinks they can, and will ven- 
ture to make The five 
most important qualities that an oil should 
possess for horological purposes are (1) 
proper viscosity for the different bearings 
of watch, clock or chronometer, (2) non- 
evaporation, (3) not sensitive to change of 
temperature, (4) durability, (5) adhesive- 
ness. All of these qualities except the first 
can be found in the blackfish and porpoise 
jaw oils, but as two cannot be 
had of greatly varying viscosity, we will 
see if we can improve on this particular 
point. 

On the work bench of probably nearly 
every jeweler in the country will be found

two bottles of oil. One is labeled watch 
oil and the other clock oil. He oils the 
escapement and train bearings from the 


bottle of watch oil, and for the mainspring 
and stem wind mechanism he uses the oil 
out of the bottle labeled clock oil, as these 
bearings require a heavier lubricant, but 
perhaps, unknown to him, the viscosity of 
the clock is no greater than, and, as 
has been shown in the viscosity test, may 
not be as great as, the watch oil. That this 
is not as it should be no watch manufac 
turer or jeweler will deny. 

On the whole the fish oils have the right 
viscosity for a watch lubricant, but for a 
finely adjusted timepiece two oils of dif 
ferent viscosity should be used—a lighter 
one for the quick moving and lighter bear- 
ings, and a heavier oil for the slow moving 
and heavier bearings 

How can these requirements be brought 
about?

also the writer’s opinion, that a mixture of 
the two is a better lubricant for watches 
than either of the two alone. This is prac 
tically what most of the fish oil manufac 
turers are doing, as shown by the alkali 
test, though the writer believes that some 
of them are using too great a per cent. of 


mineral oil to accomplish the best results 
As the latter is inclined to evaporate, too 
much should not be used 


Allowing the writer’s judgment to be of 
any account, he would say that for watches 
one part mineral to two parts fish oil, and 
for clocks bearings run in brass, 
equal parts of each about right Che 
mineral oil will help to keep the fish oils 
from decomposing and gumming, which are 
their two weak points. The writer suggests 
that the fish oil manufacturers purchase 
properly refined mineral oil of two differ- 
ent viscosities, one quite light and the other

quite heavy; for instance, like Stevenson 
watch and clock oil 3y mixing equal 
parts of some of the two, oil of medium 
viscosity will be obtained 


Now, instead of putting watch oil up in 
one bottle, use three very small ones, vary 
ing slightly in size. Label them No. 1, 
2 and 3, No. 1 being the smallest and No 
3 the largest. For oil for the No. 1 bottle 
use two parts of properly refined blackfish 
Or porpoise jaw oil and part of the 
light mineral; for No. 2, two parts fish oil 
and one part of the medium viscosity min- 
eral, and for No. 3, two parts fish oil and 
one part mineral of the heaviest viscosity.

Automatic Electrical Alarm Clocks. 


S. Viner, in The Model Engineer 
and Amateur Electrician.) 
HE two alarm attachments for fitting to 
clocks herein described are both easy 
to make and certain in action. The first to 
be described can be fitted to any alarm 
clock of the round American pattern; the 
second is for clocks without any spring 
alarm at all, and requires slightly more me- 
chanical skill to construct than number one. 
The advantages claimed for this electric

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alarm over those to be bought at shops are: 

1. It is absolutely automatic. 

2. It is much cheaper. 

8. It can be fitted to an alarm clock whose 
alarm spring is broken. 

4, If fitted to a clock whose spring alarm 
is in working order, it does not in any way 
interfere with the working of the latter. 

5. The mechanism is entirely inside the

clock, and therefore does not spoil its ap- 
pearance in any way. 

In order that the electric fitting shall be 
clearly understood, it is advisable here to 
explain the working of the ordinary spring 
alarm, and this may best be done with the 
aid of the clock itself. Having unscrewed 
the winding keys and pulled off the hand- 
setting heads, remove the back from the 
clock (this is made a tight fit in the clock 
barrel, and simply needs pulling or levering 
out). Then unscrew the legs and gong and 
pull the works out, tilting them in the barrel 
so as to get the alarm hammer through the 
hole in the case.

THE HOROLOGICAL 


If you now look between the face and the 
brass frame of the works, you will see a 
cogwheel in the position shown in Fig. 1 
at K. Here F is the framework, X the face 
and T the main spindle carrying the hands. 
Of course, there are other cogwheels (left 
out for clearness in the figure), but the spe- 
cial one wanted can be easily found by re 
volving the hands to the hour at which the 
alarm hand is set, when one cogwheel will

be seen to jump some one-eighth of an inch 
towards the face of the clock. This jump 
is caused by the spring, S, which presses 
the boss, C, on K against the pin, P, on the 
alarm hand spindle, so that the moment K 
has turned so far that the cam edge, O, cut 
in C is over the pin, P, S forces K forward. 
It is this forward movement of K, from 
what I will call the “in” to the “out” posi- 
tion, which is made use of to set the alarm 
hammer free, and which in our case con- 
nects the works to the insulated clock face, 
and so completes the circuit of the bell and 
battery through the clock. 

Construction.—First remove the hands, 
which are held on by friction, and then the 
clock face. It is best to cut a circle of paper 
the size of the face, gum it just around the 
edge and stick it over the face. This will 
prevent the latter becoming a mass of finger- 
marks before the job is done, when it can 
easily be removed. In some of these drum 
American clocks the paper face will be 
found already backed with zinc; in others, 
this backing will have to be added; any thin 
sheet of metal may be used, so long as it is 
quite flat and free from dents. The two 
holes for the alarm and hand spindles must 
be long enough to prevent all chance of 
contact between the face platé and these 
spindles, since the former has to be perfect- 
ly insulated from the rest of the clock. Now 
cut a circle of stiff brown paper about one 
inch larger in diameter than the clock face 
and from the center of this remove a circle 
one inch less in diameter than the clock 
face, thus making a ring of paper one inch 
wide. 

This ring must be “seccotined’”’ the 
cast-iron ring, Z, to which the face of the 
clock was originally fastened (the proper 
ring is shown in position at I). As soon 
as the seccotine is dry, get a straightedge 
and lay it across from side to side of Z 
above K, and measure the distance between 
K and the straightedge for “in” and “out” 
position of K; add these two distances, and 
halve result. This will give the length of 
wire required to make contact. The wire 
should be one-eighth of an inch brass wire, 
and should be soldered to K in the position 
shown at M, Fig. 1. To test that M is the 
right length hold face firmly in position, and
